But 
as the states had committed to con- 
gress alone the regulation, of Inter- 
state comraqrce, the rule of the com- 
mon law coiild not be applied to that 
commerce until congress anted, which

Detective Lime Light Is Thrown, Upon Sev* 


eral Prominent Bedford Men...Dis- 


• -closures May Follow.

Bedford, Ind., Fed L'.— Another Bed- 


ford man hau been added tu the llsl'nf 
thoto suspected of the murder of Mlsr. 
Sarah C. Schafer. tho pretty school 
teacher. 
It is known that the detec- 


tives at work on tho caso are now In- 
vestigating his movement* on the night 
nf the crime to Ihu exclusion of all 
theories previously held by rhcm. 


The new suspect is a man of prom- 


inence In the.community, although p. 
resident .of Bedford for only a few 
months before the murder. 
He Is a 


middle a«ed man. unmarried and has 
been attentive to several young women 
'of the village. A summary of all In- 
formation obtained by the detective? 
tending to connect this man with the 
murder was submitted to th<j city 
council's special hoard of Inquiry. 


Points Against Suspect. 


It Is said on good authority lo have 


been as follows: 


That the uspect was acquainted 


with Ml*s Schafer and had shmvn her 
many attentions in the week prccudint; 
the murder. 


That ho hoarded at th" 
Johnson 


housie, sat at the same table with Miss 
Schafer on the night of tho murder, 
and left Iho house a few'minutes be- 
fore tho yoiins woman. 


Thnt his route homeward w«s the 


same as that taken by Miss Schufer, 
and that his whereabouts during Hie 
rest of tho evening have not been ac- 
counted for. 


Thnt he left Bedford Cfirly tlio next 


morning before Iho body of tho ynun^ 
woman V.T.K discovered, nrnl did i.ot re- 
turn to tho village until recently.

C'1 .with .hi; Initials .was rfccived bv 


the city officials, slating Hint, tbe'sond- 
er had committed murder and Intended 
to kill himself.

THK GREAT PEACE. 


' Of the long and bitter journey from 
the Iroquols towns to Lake St. George, 
down the Richelieu and thence through 
the deep snows of the Canadian win- 
ter, it boots little to make mention; 
neither to tell of that devotion of Raoul 
de Llgny to tho newly-rescued lady, 
already reputed In camp rumor to be 
of noble English family. 


"That sous-lieutenant; he Is tcto 


Biontce regarding ma'damc," said Pierre 
Nolr one evening, to Jean 
Brcbocuf. 


"As to that—well, you know Monsieur 
L'os. Pouff So much for yon mon- 
key, par comparalson." 


"He is a great capltalne, Monsieur 


L'as," said Jean Hrcbocuf. "Never a 
better went beyond tho straits." 


"But very sad of late." ' 
"Oh, oul, since the death of hla 


friend. Monsieur le Capltalno .Pem- 
broke—may Mary aid his spirit!" 


"Monsieur L'as goes hot on tho trail 


again." said Pierre Xolr. "At least not 
while this look Is in his eye." 


"The more tho loss, Pierre Nolr; but 


come day the woods will call to him 
again. I know not. how long It may 
be, yet some day Mother Mcssasebe 
will raise her finger and beckon 
to 


Monsieur L'aa, and 'say: 'Come, my 


• »<Htr 'TIs thus, 03 you know, Pierre 


Nolr." 


Yet at length' the straggling settle- 


ments at Montreal were reached, and 
here, after the fashion of tho frontier, 
Borne sort of menage was inaugurated 
for Law and his party. Here they lived 
through tho rest of the winter and 
through the long, slow spring. 


And then set 'on again tho beats of 


summer, and there came apace the time 
agreed upon, in the month of August, 
for the widely heralded assembling of 
the tribes for the Great Peace; one of 
the most picturesque ajid significant 
meetings o( widely diverse human be- 
ings, that ever took place within the 
ken of history. 


They came, these savages, now first 


owning the strength of tho invading 
white men, from all the far and un- 
known corners of the western wilder- 
ness. They came afoot, and with little 
trains of.dogs, in single canoes, In little 
groups and growing flotillas-and vast 
fleets of canoes, pushing on and on, 
down stream, following the tide of the 
furs down this pathway of more than a 
thousand miles. The Iroqtiols, for once 
mindful of a promise, came In a com- 
pact fleet, a hundred canoes strong, 
and they stalked about the island, for 
days, naked, stark, gigantic, contemp- 
tuous of white and red men, of friend 
and foe alike. Tho scattered Algon- 
qulns, v.-hose villages had been razed 
by these same savage warriors, came 
down by scores out of the northern 
woods, along little, unknown streams, 
and over paths with which none but 
themselves were acquainted. From the 
north, group joined group, and village 
added Itself to village, until a vast 
body of people had assembled, whose 
numbers would have been hard to esti- 
mate, and who proved difficult enough 
to accommodate. Yet farther west, ad- 
ding their numbers to those already 
gathered, came the fleets of the driven 
Hnrons, and the OJIbways, and 
the 


Hlamis, and the Outagamles, and the 
Ottawas, the Menominles and the Mas- 
coutlns—even tho mini. late objects 
of the, wrath of tho five nations. Tho 
whole western wilderness poured forth 
its savage population, till all tho shores 
of the St. Lawrence seemed one vast

aboriginal encampment. These massed 
at'the rendezvous about the |>uny set- 
tlement of Montreal in such numbers 
that. In comparison, the white popu- 
lation seemed insignificant. Then.'had 
there been a Pontlnc or a Tecumsch. 
bad there been one leader of tho tribes 
able to teach the strength of unity, 
the white settlements of upper America 
had indeed been utterly destroyed. 
Naught but.ancient tribal jealousies 
held tho savages apart. 


With these tribesmen were many 


prisoners, captives taken in raids all 
along the thin and straggling frontier; 
farmers and artisans, peasants and sol- 
diers, women raped from the farms of 
the Richelieu ccnsltalrcH, and wood- 
rangers now grown savage as their 
captors and loth to leave tho wild life 
into which 
they 
had so naturally 


grown. It was the 'first reflex of the 
wave, and even now the bits of flotsam 
and jetsam of wild life were fain to 
cling to the western shore whither 
they had been carried by tho advanc- 
ing flood. This was the mooting of the 
ebb with tho nea that sent It forward, 
the twellng of rlvlllzcd and Ravage; 
and Htrangf* enough was tho nature of 
those confluent tides. Whether tho 
red men .were yjcJdlnK Jto siylllzaUon, 


or the ivhlfea -all :'tttrniifc safnge—this 
question might well have arisen to an 
observer of tlilH tremendous spectacle. 
The wigwams of tho different tribes 
und clans and families were grouped 
apart,' scattered along all the nor* 
row shore back of tho great hill, 
and over the Conx-ent gardens; and 
among those stalked tho native French, 
clad In coarse cloth of blue, with gaudy. 
licit and buckskins, and cap'of,fur anl 
moccasins ot hide, mingling frater- 
nally with their tufted and bopalnted 
visitors, a.s well as with those rangers, 
both envied and bated, the savage 
coureurs de bols of tho far northern 
fur trade; men bearded, silent, stern, 
clad In brccch-clout and leggings llkn 
any .savage, as silent, as stoical, an 
hardy on tlio trail as on the narrow 
thwart of the canoe. 


Savage feastlnKs, riot Ings and drunk- 


enness, and lolip debaucheries came, 
with the Great Peace, when once the 
word'had gone out that the fur trade 
was to be resumed. Henceforth there 
was to be peace. Tho French were no 
longer to raid tho little cabins along 
tho Kcnnobec and the Penobscot Tho 
river Richelieu was to-be no longer a 
red war trail. The English were no 
longer to offer arms and blankets for 
tho beaver, belonging by right of prior 
discovery to those who offered French 
brandy and French beads. ' Tho Iro- 
quols were no longer to pursue a 
timid foo across the great prairies of 
tho valley of. the' Messasobe. The. 
OJIbways were not to ambush the scat- 
tered parties of the Iroqtiols. The un- 
ambitious colonists of New England 
and New York'-were to be left to till 
th'Hr stony farms la quiet. Meantime, 
the Cur trade, wasteful, licentious, un- 
profitable, was to extend onward and 
outward In all tho marches of the West. 
From one end of the Great River ol 
tho West to the other the' Insignia ol 
France and of France's king, were to 
be erected, and France's posts were to 
hold all the ancient trails. Even at the 
mouth of the Great River, forestalling 
these sullen English and these BlugglHh 
English colonists, far to tho south in 
tho somber forests and miasmatic 
marshes, there wax to be established 
one more ruling point for the arms of 
Louis tho Grand. It was a great game 
this, for which tho continent of Amer- 
ica was In preparation. 
It was a 


mighty 'thing, this gathering of the 
Great Peace, this time when colonists 
and their king were seeing the first 
breaking of the wave on the shore of 
an empire alluring, wonderful, unpar- 
alleled. 


Into this wild rabble of savages and 


citizens, of priest and 
soldier and 


coureur. Law's friends, Pierre Nolr 
and Jean Drobocuf, swiftly 
disap- 


peared, naturally, fitly and unavoid- 
ably. "The West Is calling to us, Mon- 
elcur," said Pie/re Nolr one morning, 
an he stood looking' out across the 
river.' "I hear onco more tho spirits 
of the Mcssasebe. Monsieur, will you 
come?" 


Law shook his head. Yet two days 


later, as he stood at that very point, 
there came to him the silent feet of 
two coureurs Instead of one. Onco more 
ho hoard in his car the question: 
"Monsieur L'as, will -you come?" 
• At this voice he started. In an In-
